Is the Ministry Too Soft? 


The following quotation is taken from a sermon 
recently preached by the Rev. Clifford G. Twombly, 
rector of St. James Church, Lancaster, Pennsylvania, 
at the ordination of his son to the priesthood. Dr. 
Twombly’s sermon was printed under the title, “The 
Kind of Men We Need in the Ministry Today.” 


“The ministry today, I am afraid, has become too 
soft! We need men of greater courage and more fear- 
less action in it, and not the kind of men who say or 
think, ‘’'m afraid [ll lose my position, or my means 
of livelihood, or my chance of promotion, or that I 
will destroy the peace of my Church, if I do this or 
that’—who persuade themselves that the work of the 
prophets is no longer the Christian minister’s or the 
Christian Church’s task! And we need more Christian 
laymen who will stand behind the ministers who try 
to do the real and needed, but maybe unpopular and 
dangerous, things! There are plenty of men who judge 
their ministers’ work by the multitudes they attract, 
or by the money they bring in, or by the mere num- 
bers they present for confirmation, regardless of the 
real preparedness of those whom they present. 


“And yet think of judging Jesus’ ministry by any 
such standards! In the three years of his ministry he 
gained twelve men as disciples (and one was false), a 
few loyal women and a few more unknown ones. The 
multitudes turned against him though he had at first 
hoped to win them, but he wanted to win them truly 
and not superficially, and if we judged his work by 
the numbers he won during his lifetime, where would 
we be! And as to money, what was money to him, if 
he could only bring to birth divine qualities in some 
of his people and get them to go forth to fight his 
battles of good against evil that needed to be fought 
and had to be fought, if the Kingdom of God were to 
come on the earth.”

The Bishop’s Page 


My visit to the East, of which I 
Personal Again wrote in the last issue, went through 

according to schedule. It was packed 
full of interest, both personal and official. I read a 
paper at the Liberal Evangelical Conference in Phila- 
delphia, presided at a meeting in New York with 
Methodists, Presbyterians and Lutherans in the inter- 
ests of unity, and at the meeting of our Standing 
Liturgical Commission in Boston, attended the fortieth 
reunion of my class at the Theological School in 
Cambridge and the forty-fifth of my class at Yale, 
met innumerable friends, new and old, and incidental- 
ly picked up a great deal of information concerning 
persons, things and trends in Church and civic life. 
At one moment I found myself in a group to which 
even the modest liberalism of the “New Deal” is 
anathema; at another (notably at a luncheon of the 
Church League for Industrial Democracy) in a group 
which regards the “New Deal” as only a beginning. 
At one moment the talk was all of the calamitous, 
the almost hopeless situation of the general work of 
the Church; at another, to other speakers, the de- 
pression was only a challenge and the future of the 
Church and its work secure. All of which meant that 
on the Atlantic Coast, with slightly different empha- 
sis and a rather more limited view of the concerns 
of the Nation as a whole, there is fundamentally no 
difference from what we find here. Conservative and 
progressive and radical; priest and prophet and pas- 
senger, we have them all everywhere. And every- 
where my faith is strengthened that God reigns, that 
our task is to help in the building of His Kingdom 
and that in the Gospel of the Kingdom as revealed 
to us in Christ there is alone salvation for the world. 
The differences among Christians are many; but the 
faith of Christ unites beneath all these differences 
and in that faith we shall triumph. 


As I write it looks as if through these

San Francisco of a peaceful settlement through the 

arbitration of the President’s board 
increases. Perhaps before this is printed possibility 
may have become reality. Most of us can have but 
little informed judgment upon the questions at issue 
but since during this period of reconstruction there Is

Letter from Archdeacon Hodgkin 


Dear Readers of The Pacific Churchman: 
Would there were more of you! 


I know ‘full well that there are some of you, for 
the Bishop of Sacramento wrote me about the oldest 
Episcopal churches in the State. He was always a 
booster. He used to claim the best air in the United 
States when he was a rector in Santa Clara County. 
He now has the “Heart of the State” and the oldest 
churches in the State. The Rev. Arthur L. Mitchell, 
formerly of St. Andrew’s, Oakland, also reads The 
Pacific Churchman. He sent me most interesting in- 
formation. He writes that the three oldest Church 
buildings since the American occupation are St. 
Joseph’s, Roman Catholic, 1853; St. John the Evan- 
gelist, Episcopalian, 1855; and St. John’s, Presby- 
terian—all of them at Marysville. Then we go to 
Grass Valley and to Nevada City and then to Eu- 
reka. Then they put a church at Fort Bragg and do 
some more boasting. 


Since I have mentioned boosting, boasting, bishops, 
which one do you think can boast of having both 
the highest and the lowest parts of the United States 
under or over his care? It would be well to know 
about this, as the vacation season is on and good 
churchmen ought to know what bishop looks after 
their vacation areas. 


Daily Vacation Bible Schools were held at King 
City and at San Ardo. There was a good attendance 
at both and a carefully arranged curriculum, with a 
good staff under the supervision of Miss Harvey, 
diocesan director of religious education. I must ad- 
mit I am terribly sorry we did not have more such 
schools in the missions of the Diocese. What Nevada 
can do, California can do. Bishop Parsons is getting 
excited about it. 


Now since the Episcopal Vacation Conference at 
Asilomar was polic-ed out of existence, it might be 
well to remind you that the Missionary Education 
Movement Conference is to be held at Asilomar, 
August 4-11. The subject for foreign mission study 
is “Japan” and the book,'“Suguki Looks at Japan,” was 
written by a former Southern Californian, Dr. La- 
mott. The subject for home mission study is, “Ori- 
entals in the United States” and the book with that 
title also was written by a former Southern Califor- 
nian, Dr. Palmer. Surely no parish nor mission will 
be without these two books and others like them 
and will have groups studying them and discussing 
them next winter. 


Many thanks to those who so kindly sent me ac- 
counts of parishes and missions for my course at 
Asilomar. Since the course was not given, for rea- 
sons stated above, and since I have not only the in- 
formation sent me and other data, and since I have 
sixty-one new slides and many old ones, I would be 
delighted to talk for about two hours with the slides 
whenever I can have the opportunity. Incidentally, I 
would like to have a small lantern for general dio- 
cesan use—only a few parishes are equipped. I have 
also about fifty slides of the 1931 General Conven- 
ton and I expect to have some of the coming Con- 
vention. There is something else that I want very 
much but I will ask for it next month. ‘ 

Again hoping to see you at Asilomar.

Dedication of Altar Rail 


On the Feast of the Transfiguration, August 6, the 
annual Altar Day service will be held—the Rev. J. P.

This service will 
mark the thirty-eighth anniversary of Dean Gres- 
ham’s ordination to the ministry and will take place 
at 10:30 o’clock. In connection therewith the altar 
rail in the Cathedral, made of travertine marble and 
carved by craftsmen here in San Francisco, will be 
dedicated. This lovely part of our sanctuary furnish- 
ing is the gift of the women of the Diocese, through 
a special committee of which Mrs. Frank H. Ains- 
worth has been the active and most effective chair- 
man. Too much praise can not be spoken in her be- 
half for her untiring efforts. It is hoped that a full 
representation not only of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
but of the Women’s Committee of the Cathedral, of 
which Mrs. Livermore is chairman, will be present to 
celebrate the dedication. 


In a letter to the Dean an assurance has come 
from the donor of the Cathedral organ to the effect 
that in addition to the gift of the organ itself all of 
the lovely casing and screening of the console and 
chamber installation is authorized. This will make the 
Alexander memorial organ not only a thrilling ex- 
perience to hear but an object of beauty to the eye. 
It will also set the standard for the furnishing of the 
choir seats and stalls and wall paneling which we 
hope God may put into the hearts of some friends of 
the Cathedral to give. While mentioning the organ we 
wish to record our appreciation of the splendid re- 
citals given on the instrument by Mr. Sabin, Mr. 
Lewis and Mr. McCurdy. Arrangements for these 
events have been made through General Noble of the 
Music Committee.

Deems, Dr. Rifenbark, the Rev. Mr. Leffler and the 
Rev. Oscar Green. During July it is expected that Dr. 
Davidson of Los Angeles and the Rev. Dr. Lynn 
White of San Anselmo, under special license by the 
Bishop, will be among the Cathedral speakers. One of 
the coming services will be in connection with the 
convention of the American Legion and this will be 
held on August 12 at 4:00 o’clock.

The Cathedral and the Ministry of Silence 


Great spaces speak to us of God. I remember visit- 
ing the Cathedral at Cologne. I suppose it is the most 
magnificent example of gothic architecture in the 
world. And I recall vividly, as though it happened 
yesterday, how, passing in from the crowded city 
streets, the thought of the presence of God was over- 
whelming. 

I knew He was present in the teeming city. I knew 
He was present in the crowded thoroughfare. I knew 
that where the stir and traffic were, the infinite Spirit 
was not far away. ; 

And yet it is one thing to know and it is quite an- 
other thing to feel. And in the calm and solemn quiet 
of the Cathedral I felt that God was there. That is 
what spiritual men have always felt under the silence 
of the starry sky. That is why they have always 
thought of God when they lifted up their eyes unto 
the hills. Our noisy, talkative life is like the surge 
breaking on the margin of the shore and away be- 
yond it is the silent ocean carrying the message of 
infinity. We lose our sense of God in a great city far 
more readily than lonely dwellers do. And we lay 
the blame of that upon a score of things—on the 
strain of business, on our abundant pleasures. Per- 
haps there is a deeper reason than all these—it is the 
loss of the ministry of silence. 
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Work and Pray for United Thank Offering 
By Winifred A. Allen, U. T. O. custodian 


At the provincial meeting of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary held recently at La Jolla, the United Thank Of- 
fering was given deep and prayerful consideration 
and every parish urged to make every every effort to 
interest more women in this very important part of 
women’s work in the Church. Miss Lindley urges 
that every effort be made to have the offering reach 
the $1,000,000 mark. This would be $59,000 less than 
in 1931 but as the report at the end of 1933 was 


- $144,000 less than at the same time three years ago— 


and in our own Province only the missionary districts 
of Honolulu, Alaska and Nevada reported any in- 
crease—a very earnest effort must be made by every 
parish all during the summer to carry the message 
of the importance of every woman in the Church 
having a part in the United Thank Offering, which 
proves such a blessing to herself as well as to the 
Church workers whom it serves. 


Of the 400 women workers sent by our National 
Council, over 200 are paid by the United Thank Of- 
fering and 35 of these are in our own Eighth Province 
classified as follows evangelistic, medical, educational, 
industrial and social workers. In addition, Dean 
Newell of St. Margaret’s House, Berkeley; Miss Leila 
Anderson, college worker for this Province, also at 
St. Margaret’s; and Bishop Rowe of Alaska receive 
their salaries from the United Thank Offering. These 
30 workers are in all parts of the Province and Bishop 
Jenkins of Nevada has this to say of the six in his 
district, which surely may be said for all: 

“For years I have had the conviction that the min- 
istry of trained women might very profitably be ex- 
tended. To that end I have endeavored to bring such 
women into the field. Their work is pioneering. That 
they justify themselves is abundantly proved by the 
signal service they have already rendered us. In their 
several stations they set up a home and create an 
atmosphere both for the home and the Church which 
has incalculable value. They teach, conduct service, 
visit, prepare candidates for baptism, confirmation 
and first communion—all, be it said, under the super- 
vision of a visiting priest. They are supported by the 
United Thank Offering, which makes it possible to 
place them where salary support is not forthcoming. 
This also renders them free to be transferred to 
other fields as necessity demands. They are flying 
columns as well as first aids. I am profoundly im- 
pressed by their service and am proud to have them 
as co-workers. I would add that without them the 
work in Nevada, as we are now administering it, 
could not be carried on. They are an indispensable 
arm to our working staff and I believe the key to 
the unlocking of the small town to our ministry.” 

Salaries are for the most part pitiably small, rang- 
ing from $45 to $90 per month, but these consecrated 
women labor faithfully on year after year in their 
devotion to the cause of the Master. When all women 
of the Church are awakened to the opportunity for 
service offered by the little blue box this condition 
will be rectified and these brave soldiers of the Cross 
given a remuneration which will assure them much 
needed opportunity for rest, recreation, further study 
ae training for which they all long but can not now 

ave. 

Feeling the necessity of the care of the workers, 
the following resolution has been adopted by the ex- 
ecutive board “In view of the serious financial con- 
dition of the Church and the primary need of ade- 
quately maintaining our missionaries, be it resolved 
that only that part of the United Thank Offering in 


excess of $900,000 be used for building, it being un- 
erstood, however, that not more than 20 per cent of 
the total offering be so used.” 

The fall United Thank Offering service for this 
Diocese will be held the last week in September at 
All Souls, Berkeley—exact day and time will be an- 
nounced later.

sure to be a great deal of labor unrest, it is not out 
of place for us to remember that we can all help 
toward right solutions and as Christians we ought to 
help. We can keep our heads; and thus help other 
people to keep theirs. We don’t need to be silly and 
imagine that every organization whose purpose we 
don’t like is communist. We can remember that 
communism itself exists because of the mistakes and 
sins of society. We can help others to realize that 
every one of these labor troubles is a human prob- 
lem, involving on both sides men, women and chil- 
dren; and that no solution is at all adequate even 
temporarily which is not based on human welfare; 
and, finally, we can pray. Prayer is a real power. 
We Christians do believe that. Let us live up to our 
faith.—E. L. P. 


St. Margaret’s Calendar Club of California 


It is imperative that the income of St. Margaret’s 
House be immediately and substantially increased. To 
help meet this necessity the plan of the Calendar 
Club was suggested at the provincial meeting of the 
Woman‘s Auxiliary held in La Jolla. Your delegates 
came home enthusiastically confident that such a 
club could be formed within the Diocese of Califor- 
nia—not to take the place of any regular subscrip- 
tions of associates and others now giving but to aug- 
ment such income. 


But we need help, much help. Briefly, the plan is 
1 person, the “year” finds 13 “months;” 13 months” 
each find 4 “‘weeks;” 52 weeks each find 7 “days,” 
equaling 364 days or a total of 430 persons. Each sub- 
scribes 25 cents a month or more. 

The year started with June, 1934, and several sub- 
scriptions have been paid and deposited in a savings 
account with the American Trust Company, under the 
name of St. Margaret’s Calendar Club of California. 
Mrs. L. C. Lance has undertaken to be the “year.” 

Mrs. R. C. Anthony of Trinity, San Francisco, is 
the first to complete her four weeks and so is the first 
“month.” Her first and second “weeks,” Mrs. J. W. 
Williams and Mrs. H. T. Thompson, have completed 
their lists of “days.” Mrs. Sherman, Mrs. Henderson, 
Mrs. Pickery and Mrs. Noble are also undertaking to 
be “months.” Word comes from St. John’s, Ross, that 
they will undertake a “month” in addition to their 
regular subscription. Trinity, San Francisco, has 
started on its second “month.” We hope that the 
larger parishes will each take one “month,” smaller 
ones a “week” and that groups of neighboring mis- 
sions may combine to take a “week.” Progress will 
he reported from time to time through these pages.
